Ryan Says 


Pick Jury

Editor 
Robert Excel White and 
J a m e s Owen 
Livingston 
must wait for Judge Tom 
Ryan to read more than 50 
newspapers before learning 
whether or not they will be 
tried in Collin County for 
murder. 
In the meantime, the legal 
process leading up to such a 
trial will continue, 
and 
selection of a jury panel 
will begin on Monday, July 
15. 
Judge Ryan, of the 199th 
Judicial District Court ended 
a day and a half of testimony 
Tuesday by ordering jury 
selection 
to 
begin, 
but 
w ithheld 
a 
decision 
on 
whether or not to order the 
trial out of Collin County. 
“ I have a great deal of 
newspapers to read, to study 
the alleged articles involved 
in this case,” Judge Ryan 
stated, “but I am calling the 
prospective jurors to report 
on that date. 
“ In the meantime, 
I'm 
taking 
the 
matter 
under 
advisement and we will just 
have to see how many jurors 
can be obtained. This case 
will take precedence over 
any 
other 
case on 
the 
docket,’’ he added. 
During 
the change of 
venue hearing. Judge Ryan 
listened to testimony from 
close to 45 witnesses in an 
effort to determine whether 
or not — as defense at-as 
torneys claim — such 
a 
prejudice exists in 
Collin 
County as to make it vir­ 
tually impossible for White 
and Livingston to receive a 
fair trial. 
In 
closing 
a rg u m e n ts 
Tuesday, defense attorney 
Luther 
T ruett 
quoted 
previous testimony b y 'Tom 
Poole Jr., co-publisher of the 
Farmersville Times, 
and 
R L. Harrington Jr of Plano 
indicating that a fair trial 
in Collin County would be 
impossible. 
"Mr. Poole indicated that 
he has already made his 
mind up in the m atter,” 
Truett recalled, “ and Mr. 
Harrington wound up his 
testimony in a considerable 
huff and said when he found 
out about this (the murders) 
that he felt the defendant 


was crazy and should be 
electrocuted.” 
In 
la ter 
a rg u m e n ts, 
though, d istrict atto rn ey 
Tom 
O’Connell 
countered 
T ruett’s comments by ob­ 
serving that it was his im­ 
pression that Harrington’s 
comments were not directed 
at White or Livingston but to 
“ an y o n e ’’ 
who 
would 
commit the crime. 
“ But I don’t think that’s 
the issue here,” O’Connell 
stated. “ I think the point is 
that if an opinion is formed, 
can that opinion be set aside. 
The test isn’t if they’ve read 
a tout the case or formed an 
opinion. The test is whether 
or not they can set that 
opinion aside and judge the 
case fairly on its m erits.” he 
pointed out 
Earlier .n the arguments, 
Judge Ryan had interrupted 
Truett to ask, “ Isn’t the true 
test to determine if they can 
set that opinion aside and 
render a fair judgem ent’’” 
“Your honor, it’s gone out 
far and wide that he (White) 
is guilty, that he has con­ 
fessed, and that he’s even 
confessed to a m urder in 
W aco,’’ 
Truett 
replied. 
“Why I even hear that there 
are people in this county that 
are so eager to see that 
justice is done, that they'll 
swear to most anything, just 
to get on the jury.” 
“ Are you suggesting that 
the citizens of this county 
would deliberately perjure 
themselves.” Ryan queried. 
“ Yes sir,” Truett replied 
emphatically. 
At the close of arguments, 
Truett restated his position 
by saying, “ I don’t ever like 
to attack the county and I'm 
not 
now 
attac k in g 
the 
county, but I'm appointed to 
represent this man, and in 
my own conscience, I don t 
think he can receive a fair 
trial.” 
Jim Caton, representing 
L ivingston, ag re e d 
with 
Truett 
and said that 
he 
thought prospective jurors 
would not admit they had an 
opinion on the case. 
“ Nobody wants to admit 
their prejudice,” he com­ 
mented. 
Earlier, Caton had said the 
county “can ’t afford to have

the audit — Peat, Marwick. 
Mitchell and Company. Also 
expected to to present are

Ryan 
and

Usserv of McKinney, Clif­ 
ford G. Stillwell of Plano and 
Zack Mason of Richardson. 


members of a CPA advisory 
board. 
Collin 
County 
C om ­ 
missioners who authorized 
$10,000 for the audit will 
receive copies of the report 
in the moring. also, then 
there will be an open hearing 
at I p.m. in the district 
courtroom. The audit will be 
released to the public at that 
time, Ryan said. 
Neither Ryan nor Grand 
Jury Foreman John Waddell 
of Plano were prepared to 
speculate on further action 
by the grand jury before a 
lengthy study of the report. 
The grand jury originally 


requested a complete out­ 
side au d it afte r hearing 
several days of testimony on 
m ismanagement of county 
funds 
from 
M rs.

Dillingham and Mrs. C.J 
Copm ann am ong o th ers; 
but. acting or. the advice of 
the CPA Advisory' Board, 
Ryan ordered a diagnostic 
audit. 
In ordering the report, 
Ryan said the survey audit 
would not be a substitute for 


a detailed or comprehensive 
county audit, but it could be 
the basis for further audit 
work. 
“ It will give direction to 
the continuation of the 
examination, if desired and 
will be a justification of 
further

or 
perhaps 
a 
hep inning 
for 
preparing the county for 
annual independent audits,” 
Ryan said.

can recall grow ing up behind

everyone between his home 
and Garland were farmers. 
But now they are thinking 
of selling out. The shadow of 
M etropolitan 
D alla s 
has 
steadily pushed taxes and 
land values skyward. Just 
down the road, Lake Ray 
Hubbard 
is 
draw ing 
w eek en d 
boating 
e n ­ 
thusiasts, and Spanish and 
ranch 
sty le 
h o m es 
are 
sprouting on land that once 
grew cotton. The Raney s 
children -- Glenda. 15. and 
Brad, ll -- are among the 
five remaining youngsters in 


a 25.000 - pupil school district 
whose parents farm. 
In the past year, taxes on

payer, who must foot the bill 
for

extravag an ce. 
Citizens do not know the 
w ays 
in 
w hich 
Fe d e ra l 
Government 
agencies 
use 
tax funds appropriated to 
them and this is because the 
information is not publicized 
until after the money has 
already been spent. 
Some of the examples of 
w asteful 
spending 
on 
riduculous 
studies 
have 
recently been made public, 
and I thought I might share 
some of them with you. The 
Pentagon spent $375,000 on 
experiments 
to study 
the 
flight of the Frisbee. 
The Federal Government 
helped the state of California 
with

to

travelers aid to people lost 
on the Los Angeles Freew ay. 
There have also 
been 
several thousands of dollars 
devoted 
to

studies, all of which seem to 
border on

ridiculous, 
$70,000 to study

A u stralian 
aborigines; $6,000 to study 
Polish bisexual frogs. Polish 
Ziotnika pigs were the focus 
of a $20,000 
study reguar- 
ding their blood groups. And 
apparently, scientists have 
been trying to find lizards of 
various types. Searching for 
Yu g o slavian 
lizards 
of 
Central 
A m erican 
toads 
totalled $20,324. 


The 
difference 
between 
native American and Indian 
whistling ducks costs $5,000. 
Fo r 
those 
interested 
in 
chasing 
w ild 
boars 
in 
Pakistan, it cost the Federal 
government $35,000. A study 
of chipmunk chromosomes 
was 
only 
$12,600, 
w hile 
G e r m a n 
c o c k r o a c h e s 


retailed at $20,000. 
Literary efforts cost $5,000 
in the form of a poem called 
“ lighght” , 
which, 
by 
the 
way, is the entire poem. Also 
an analysis of violin varnish 
cost $5,000, while a study of

There s a motto used by 
the United States Postal 
Service that says the mail 
will be delivered in rain, 
snow and sleet, but Allen 
residents say the motto 


d o esn t go far enough 
The people living in Allen 
think red tape should have 
been included in the motto. 
With the exception of a few' 
city residents, all mail must 
be picked up at the Post 
Office either through 
in- 


diviudal boxes rented by the 
residents or at the general 
delivery window. 


Because there is no house- 
to-house delivery in Allen, 
the residents have taken up a 
fight with the Postal Service 
to 
provide that 
type of 
service. So far they have met 
total resistance from postal 
officials. 


Most residents fighting for 
the 
personalized 
mail 
delivery would even settle 
for 
curbside 
service 
but 
postal regulations prohibit 


rural delivery in a city the 
size of Allen. 
Although

mail. 
Many long-time residents 
of the city have been doing 
the same thing but ifs the 
new citizens who started the 
push for home delivery. Like 
many 
other 
"natives, 
Lynge 
thinks 
the 
city 
deserves that type of ser­ 
vice. 
John Taylor, Manager of 
Delivery Service Programs 
for the Southern Division of 
the Postal Service, visited 
Allen last week in an attempt 
to explain the situation to 
local residents. 
Taylor told the gathering 
prior to a city council 
meeting that they could have 
cluster boxes or continue to 
pick up mail at the post 
office. Those were their only 
choices. 
In addition, Taylor, who is 
based at Southern Division 
H e a d q u a r t e r s 


Memphis, Tenn., says this 
type of service is the “ policy 
of the Southern Division." 
He explained that the 
policy was designed to cut 
rising postal costs and ad­ 
mitted that the difference in 
cost between house-to-house 
and cluster boxes was the 
salaries of two employees. 
Taylor said with cluster 
boxes one additional person 
would be needed in the Allen 
Post Office but with per­ 
sonalized delivery, three 
would be hired. 
The one section of town 
with personalized service is 
in the Hillside Village ad­ 
dition. In that area, curb­ 
side, rural delivery has been 
extended to about half of the 
residents. 
Postmaster Bill Enole 
says the service was started 
several years ago when the 
area was outside the city 
limits. But for some unex­ 
plained reason, the service 


has not been extended to 
other residents as the area 
has grown. 
A change in management 
of the Southern Division is 
expected in the near future 
and 
with 
that 
change, 
residents hope the problem 
will be solved. 
The current mail situation 
in Allen apparently is not 
unique in the ll state area 
served by the Southern 
Region because of its policy, 
but other areas of the Nation 
are not having the same 
problems. 
Taylor told the citizens 
that service in cities already 
served by house-to-house 
delivery will be expanded as 
the areas grow but that Allen 
residents can look forward to 
continued trips to the Post 
Office. 
A new building is planned 
for the Postal Service in 
Allen and the number of mail 
boxes will increase, doing 


away 
with 
the general 
delivery service. 
Still, that isn’t enough for 
the Allen residents who have 
moved to the city 
from 
others areas that have 
personalized mail delivery. 
They are used to that kind ot 
delivery and want to get it in 
Allen

4 think pork chops or 4 thin slices pork tenderloin 
4 cup thinly sliced onions. 
Mix first three ingredients and 12 cup water in small bowl. 
Put oil in hot skillet over medium-hith heat. Add chops and 
brown on both sides. Remove chops, leaving as much oil as 
possible in skillet. Add onion and cook stirring, until edges 
are light brown. Put chops back in skillet and pour soy sauce 
mixture over top. Cover and cook slowly, turning once, 5 
minutes. Uncover and cook, basting, 4 minute. Makes 2 or 3 
servings. 


Green Beans, Chinese Style 


1 pound green beans 
2 Tbsp, vegetable oil 
I Tsp. each salt and sugar 


Break beans in half or, if very long, in thirds. Wash and 
drain. Put oil in deep skillet or saucepan and set over 
medium heat. Add beans and heat, stirring frequently. When 
beans turn to darker green, add 4 cup water. Cover and 
simmer 10-15 minutes. (Ten minutes for crisp tender, 15 for 
soft tender.) Add salt and sugar and cook, uncovered for one 
minute. Makes three or four servings. 


I pound flank or other steak, cut in 4 slices about 2 inches 
long 
4 cup soy sauce 
I Tbsp, cornstarch 
I Tbps, dry sherry 
I Tsp. sugar 
4 Tsp. monosodium glutamate 
4 bunch broccoli 
5 Tbsp, vegetable oil

Mix first 6 ingredients and set aside. Cut broccoli in florets 
about 2 inches long, peel stalk and slice in I inch lengths less 
than 4 inch thick. Put 2 Tbsp, oil in hot skillet over high 
heat. Add salt and broccoli and stir-fry turning constantly 
until broccoli is dark green-not over 2 minutes. Add broccoli 
and mix well. Serve at once. Makes 2 or 3 servings. 
Note Broccoli tends to make oil spatter more than other 
vegetables so drain thoroughly after washing. Precooked 
broccoli can also be used. 
Few- chinese families have ovens so cakes are steamed 
rather than baked. Here is a nice recipe for Egg Cake. 


Steamed E g g Cake 


3 large or 4 medium eggs, separated 
4 Tsp. vanilla extract 
I cup all-purpose flour 
Onepthird-1; Tsp. baking powder 
1-4 cups sugar 
IO drops yellow food coloring (optional) 
I Tbsp, colored sugar (optional) 


Blend egg whites until stiff but not dry. Beat yolks slightly 
with the vanilla and one-third cup water. Sift flour first with 
the baking powder, then again with sugar. Line bottom of 
and sides of round 8 inch layer cake pan with waxed paper or 
foil, making a stand-up collar above edge of pan. 
Start heating water in steamer, which must be large 
enough to accomodate an 8 inch pan. Stir sifted dry 
ingredients into egg- yolk mixture then add coloring if 
desired. Folk in egg whites. Pour batter into prepared pan 
and rap pan sharply on table several times to remove air 
bubbles.

Turn cake out, peel 
off paper, then turn right side up. Decorate with colored 
sugar.

‘Rinse- to wash away any built-up soap scum. I do believe 
him. My daughter’s pediatrician told her to put one cup 
vinegar in the last diaper rinse to cut all soap scum and this 
use keeps her machine clean. — M ARIE. 
DEAR PO LLY - Make it easier for your child to shine his 
own shoes by wrapping the polishing cloth around a 
blackboard eraser. Fasten it on securely with a rubber band 
or shoe string to keep the cloth in place. — T ERR I.
